ficient time to get an inswer back. 
The great objection to the first offer 


from. Decatur was that the cash bo- 
nus was insufficient. The In dtana men 
thought that they should have at leant 
$12,000 but the Decatur offer was far 
short of that sum. The members of 
the committee do no: tifll the extent 
of the new offer but tay that the sum 
of the bonus was increased some and 
the limit of time In which It is to b* 
paid was shortened considerably. 


The bonus is the only difference up- 
on which the thing hinges BO far on 
the Decatur men know.

The purpose of the bill Is to make 


It possible lor the two judges, Coch- 
ran and Philbrlck, who must attend 
the business) In several counties, to 
Hold court in one county and llivsh 
before going: to another county. 


In speaking of the new arrangements 
Judge Cochian said: "I have been do- 
ing nothing but travel for a number of 
years past and this new plan will make 
t possible to finish the business in 
one county and then go to another, 
It will do away with the necessity ot 
the judges making so many tilps from 
one county 10 another. 
'The third term in DeWItt county Is 
eliminated altogether. 
There Is really 


no need for three terms In that county 
so according to this bill, there will be 
only two terms each year." 
The bill provides for the terms of 
cburt In thi> different counties to be- 
gin during each year ai follows: 


Champaign County—First Monday in 
March and the first Monday ,ln Sep- 
tember. 
Platt County—First Monday1 in Feb- 
ruary and first Monday In Seotembei. 
Moultrie County—First Monday 
in 


March and fourth Mlonduy In Septem- 
ber.Douglass County—Third Mond.vy In

such places as where the seed is en- 
tirely submerged a few days of sea- 
sonably warm weather will put the 
crop out of danger which now seems 
to threaten it. The opinion 
is ex- 
pressed that where the se,ed has been 
completely submerged there is a good 
prospect that the ground must be re- 
seeded.

A -Champaign county farmer, who 


takes great interest in agricultural af- 
fairs, has been studying a recent publi- 
cation issued by the department of ag- 
riculture on the "Relations of Popula-. 
tion and Food Products In the United 
States,", and he has come to the con- 
clusion that no people In the world are 
so secure against starvation as the 
Americans. 
From the pamphlet mentioned he has 
figured "out some interesting facts. 


They may be stated thus: 
In the last census year, we had pro- 


ducts enough to give to each man, 
woman and child In the country, Alas- 
ka, and our island, 'possessions not in- 
cluded, the following quantities of food 
stuffs: barley, 1.67 bushels; buckwheat 
0.15 bushels; coi;n, S4.»4 bushels; oats 
12.4 bushels; rye 0.34 bushels, wheat, 
8.06 bushels; rice S.i29 pounds; potatoes 
3.6 bushels ; 
sweet 
potatoes, a half 
bushel; cane, beet and maple sugar, 
6.64 pounds; apples 2.25 bushels; cat- 
tle, Iwo-third of a carcas; hogs, soven,- 
twelfths of a carcas; sheep about the 
Samu.

of eggs for each person, and this led 
him to say.

Add Two Rooms to the Jackson 
Street School.

BUILDING 
FOR SALE. 


Church Street School Will Be Aban- 


doned at An Early Date. 


Wednesday night the board of ed- 
ucation held an adjourned 
meeting. 
The principal object was to reach a 
conclusion as to the means to be adopt- 
ed to relieve the crowded condition of 
the Jackson street school building. 


For some time there "• has 
been 


weighed the possibility of erecting a 
new four room building at the corner 
of Peake and East Decatur streets 
in order to relieve the condition at the 
Jackson street building, but last night 
the unanimous opinion was that in 
view of the amount of money already 
involved in the erection of new build- 
ings, it would be Impossible this year 
to undertake the erection of the build- 
ing suggested for the 
southeastern- 
part of the city. 
In view of the con- 


dition of the treasury it was finally de- 
cided that the best thing would be to 
build an addition of two rooms to the 
Jackson street building. 
A resolution 


on that subject was passed as follows: 


Resolved, That two rooms be added 


to the present Jackson, street school 
and that as much of the material as 
may be suitable for the purpose be tak- 
en from the two north rooms of the 
Church, street school which are to be 
torn i'own. i 


The clerk was directed to invite bids 
until the 23rd Instant, for the purchase 
of the present Church street school as 
It now stands, reserving the two north 
rooms and all of the furniture, grates 
and furnaces in the entire building. 
Also bids for tearing down the build- 
Ing, 
cleaning and piling the bricks, 


carefully removing the lumber, break- 
ing the nails in it and piling it up. 
The right being reserved to reject any 
or all bids. 


The intention of the board of edu- 
cation Is to abandon the Church street 
building immediately upon 
disposing 


of that property. _ 


The public, schools will close on June 


12 and the expectation Is that the 
building may be abandoned by Mon- 
day, April 27, so that the pupils who 
attend that school will put in the last 
six weeks of the school year at some 
other building. 


When the board first began discuss- 


ing the plan of erecting a. new build- 
ing on Church street the idea was that 
it could be completed by the beginning 
of the next school year In September. 
So much time, however, has bee.n lost
